the Anglo-Persian and the Royal Dutch-Shell company on the 
other. 
Indirectly it involves the government of the United 


States, Great Britain and possibly France and Holland. 


In addition every independent oil concern doing business 


in America is affected and many small nations of the world 
which have oil fields within their boundaries will be made 
to feel thin struggle politically and economically. Since the 
world war petroleum has taken the place of many other ma- 
terials and is the most important of the world's products.

I'.'uropean statesman is responsible for the assertion that "in- 
ternational diplomacy now revolves about oil." . 


Dr. Van Manning head of the American Petroleum Insti- 


tute, emphasized the vital importance of the oil situation to- 
day in an exclusive interview with the United Press. "The 
oil problem of the future will not be the finding of a market 
but the finding of a source of supply," Manning said.

certain the United Statse will have to obtain a considerable 
portion of its supply from outside territory."
